5. Anonymous: Essays to be 
numbered, name of writer to be 
placed in a sealed envelope, with 
the number corresponding to the 
essay on the outside. These en¬ 
velopes are to be retained by the 
general chairman until the win¬ 
ners have been selected. The 
judges are not to know the au¬ 
thor until after awards are de¬ 
cided upon. 

6. Time—submitted by May 1 # 
1947. 

7. Entrants must be taking at 
least 3 college subjects. 

8. First prize—$40, second—$30, 
third—$20, and fourth $10. If 
judges find fewer than four 
worthy papers submitted or if 
papers are of equal worth, they 
may make fewer awards or ap¬ 
portion the prizes at their dis¬ 
cretion. 

9. If in the judgment of an 
English or social studies instruc¬ 
tor the paper is up to proper 
standards, exemptions from the 
final examination will be allowed 
in the course for which the paper 
is submitted for such credit. 

10. Awards are to be made pub¬ 
licly in May. 

11. Winning essays are to be 
published. 

Any student in Junior College 
is urged to enter the contest. If 
help in English or facts is needed, 
it is urged that the student con¬ 
sult the faculty.

For First Time 
Courses Offered 
In Agriculture 

This year for the first "time, the 
Tyler Junior College offers 
courses in agriculture of two 
types: 

Courses carrying regular stan¬ 
dard credit which will apply on a 
degree in the fields of Agricul¬ 
ture, Education, Pre-Veterinary, 
Agricultural Engineering, Agro¬ 
nomy, Animal Husbandry, Poul¬ 
try Husbandry, Dairy Husbandry, 
Fish and Game, or Horticulture, 
are being offered, and approxi¬ 
mately’ twenty students are en¬ 
rolled in these courses, taking the 
first year of the work. 

In addition nearly 300 men are 
enrolled in vocational agriculture 
courses by extension. These men 
meet in class work and demon¬ 
stration for twelve hours per 
week and carry out practical ag¬ 
riculture projects on their own 
farms. Classes are being conduct¬ 
ed in Troup, Lindale, Bullard 
(two classes), Whitehouse, Dix¬ 
ie, Swan, and other centers. 

This program is under the su¬ 
pervision of Robert Boyd, Jr., di¬ 
rector of agriculture for Tyler Ju¬ 
nior College, and he is assisted by 
L. D. Newsom, supervisor.
